“ A g u in ald os M arch.” 
Lieutenant G ilm ore, w ho w as cap­ 


t u r e d by the insurgents last April, near 
Baler, on t e e st coast of Luzon, was 
rescued by C olonel L uther ii. Hare of 
the T hirty-tnird 
volunteer infantry, 
'i he next day, a lteriu s arrival the night 
before, in toe apartm ent of his sister, 
Mrs. M ajor Price, at toe H otel O riente, 
in M anila, he tool a in m arkable story of 
his eight m ouths captivity, ending w ith 
his dram atic deliverance n o m a. death 
that seem ed inevitable. 
Colonel flare aud L ieutenant Colonel 
Howze, the la ter of toe Tlnrry-tourth 
volunteer infantry, rescued G ilm ore’s 
party on Doc. IM. near the headw aters of 
the A balut river, atter th ey had been 
abandoned 
by tile F ilipinos aud were 
expecting death from t he savages around 
them. 
W hen rile reselling force reached 
them they w ere nearly starved, but w ere 
building * rafts iii the hope of getting 
down the river to the coast. 
Lieutenant G ilm ore made the follow ­ 
ing statem ent: 
“ The F ilip in os abandoned us on the 
night of Dec. IG. 
W e had reached tho 
Abalut river. m*ar its source, that m orn­ 
ing aud the F ilipinos ratted us over. 
We then w en t dow n the stieam , along 
a rough trail, guarded by a com pany of 
Filipinos. 
That night w e w ere separ­ 
ated from th is guard, aud another com ­ 
pany, armed w ith M ausers, w as put iii 
charge of us. 
I suspected som ething, 
aud questioned the lieutenant iii com ­ 
mand. 
H esaid: 
* I have orders to shoot 
you all, but m y conscience forbids. 
I 
shall leave you here.' 
“ I begged him for tw o rifles to pro­ 
tect us from savages, adding that I 
would give him letters to the Am eri­ 
cans, w ho w ou’d pay him w ell aud keep 
nim from all harm . 
He refused this, 
how ever, saying that he w ould not dare 
to com ply. 
Soon afterw ard he left w ith 
h is com pany. 
“ W e had seen som e savages in war 
paint around us, and w e prepared to 
fight them w k Ii cobble stones, the only 
•weapons that w ere available to us. 
The 
next m orning w e follow ed the trail of 
the F ilipino soldiers, feeling that it was 
b tter to stick to them than to be m ur­ 
dered by savages, but w e could not 
catch up w itn them . 
Then I ordered 
Iii men to build rafts, in tho hope of 
floating dow n the river. 
It w as a for­ 
lorn 
hope, but I knew the river m ust 
em pty into the s a som ew here. 
I w as 
so weak m yself that I did not expect to 
get out, but I thought some of the m eu 
could. 
“ Ou the m orning or Dec. 18, w hile wa 
were w orking on the rafts, the A m eri­ 
cans cam e toward us yellin g. 
One of 
m y meu shouted “ they are on u s.” 
He 
w as lashing a raft of bamboos. 
I, h ow ­ 
ever, knew it w as not the y ell of sav­ 
ages, but the y ell of A m ericans. 
The 
rescuing troops thought w e had F ilipino 
guards aud called to us to lie dow n so 
that they could shoot the Filipinos. That 
w as the tine^t body of otiieers and m en 
I ever sa w .” 
L ieutenant G ilm ore could not speak 
enthusiastically enough about the 140 
picked m en w ho had rescued him aud 
ins party. 
Tne com m and spent the day in m ak­ 
in g rafts. 
Colonel Hare thought Lieu- 
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nil their elYeets and Lieutenant. G ilm ore 
some valuable p pers. 
Univ 14 our of 
ii7 rafts survived tile first n ig h t’s exneri- 
ruco and sa nu n w ere practically unable 
to walk w hen Yig.m w as reached. 
Describing the flight from B enguet 
whim the Am ericans approached, Lieu­ 
tenant ( Jilninre said:

White is a specialist 
on nervous diseases aud in a mild 
but em phatic manner scores hi9 pro­ 
fessional brethren for their free adm in­ 
istration of narcotics, 
lie denounces 
the practice as unnecessarily taxing 
on the disorganized system s of insom­ 
nia patients in many cases. 
In his 
own experience he has found a simple 
method adequate without weakening 
after effects likely to produce increas­ 
ed sym ptom s. 
“Through a study based on tile laws 
of physiology in human anatom y ex ­ 
tending over a period of a du.icn or 
more years I have learned that under 
certain physical malconditious,” said 
the physician, "tile subject may be i 
given relief by assum ing positions at 
rest that will from the ease afforded 
the affected parts serve as a natural 
somnolent agency.

the practice as unnecessarily taxing 
on the disorganized systems of insom­ 
nia patients in many cases, 
in his 
own experience he has found a simple 
method adequate without weakening 
after effects likely to produce increas­ 
ed symptoms. 
“Through a study based on the laws 
of physiology in human anatomy ex­ 
tending over a period of a do/en or * 
more years I have learned that under 
certain physical mnlcouditious,” said 
the physician, “the subject may be 
given relief by assuming positions at 
rest that will from the ease afforded 
the affected parts serve as a natural 
somnolent agency. 
It will be readily 
understood that a constrained position 
will tend to prevent natural repose, I 
while a comfortable one will woo it. I 
But what may in most cases seem to' 
tie a position of ease may in reality bel 
the reverse. 
“ For instance, a dyspeptic will rest I 
more easily lying on tlie right side f o r 1, 
the simple reason that in that position ' 
the food naturally gravitates out of the J 
stomach and into the intestines, while 
if lying on the opposite side that or- j 
gait. in its weakened state, inis to per- | 
form an uphill process of digestion. 
This is amply sutiicieut to produce in-1 
souiuia. 
“ Lying flat on tile back, with the 
limbs relaxed, would seem to secure I 
the greatest amount of test for the i 
muscular 
system, whether in 
good > 
health or illness. 
Such is the position I 
advocated by phys.clans generally in I 
the most exhausting diseases, and it 
Is hailed as a sign of rapid recovery 
when a patient exhibits an inclination 
to turn on either side. 
But at th** same 
time there are several disadvantages 
in the supine posture winch impair tit 
embarrass sleep, whether in ease of 
severe illness or ordinary health. Thus 
in weakly states of the heart or blood 
vessels and certain morbid conditions 
of the brain the blood seems to gravi­ 
tate to the hack of tin* head and to ac­ 
cordingly produce troublesome dreams. 
I believe that much of that weaken­ 
ing delirium which the physician has 


t o contend with 
Iii 
treating serious 
maladies is often occasioned in tins 
way. 
“ In persons who habitually 
their gait or work, either .ms 
of tho requirements of their 
Hon or from the course of their physi­ 
cal development, there must necessari­ 
ly ho 
some 
distress 
consequent in 
straightening the spine. 
It may not 
be sufficient to cause pain and yet be 
such a strain as to prevent perfect 
ease. 
The result is unconscious rest­ 
lessness, which is the producer of In­ 
somnia. 
“ People who have contracted chests j 
cannot sleep well lying 
upon 
their I 
backs. 
This rule applies especially to j 
those who have suffered with pleurisy j 
and retain adhesions of tho lungs. They I 
will find it easier to get to sleep upon 
the right suit* and that their somnolent 
rest will do them more good if they 
observe this advice. 
Furthermore. Ute 
habit of lying ou the back is the ere- i 
ator of snoring, which much belabors j 
sloop and prevents the subject from ; 
receiving tin* full benefit of its recuper­ 
ating effects. 
“ It is desirable, therefore, in all cases j 
to lie on tho s ic , anti in tin* absence of 
special diseases render::1.: it more de­ 
sirable to lie on tin* weak side, which 
leaves the strong lung free to expand, 
the right side should tie chosen. 
A 
glance at any plate of the visceral 
anatomy will show that when the body 
is thus placed the food In the process 
of digestion iv greatly aided In its 
passage from the stomach into the in­ 
testines. 
Here tin* principle of gravi­ 
tation directly applies. 
Then the fac4 
that the stomach doesn’t compress the 
upper portion of the intestines is still 
another advantage to lie gained from 
lying on the right side when sleep 
wooing ease to the entire human mech*

she was in the habit of lying at rest 
with her arm s thrown up over her 
head, a position greatly to be deprecat­ 
ed, although it will induce sleep iu per 
sons who have weak lungs. 
The cir 
culation is thereby made stronger in 
the extremities, and tile head aud n e c k 
and muscles of the chest are drawu 
up and relaxed by the shoulders.’’ —

“Through a study based on tlie laws 
of physiology in hum an anatom y ex­ 
tending over a period of a (loien or 
more years I have learned that under 
certain physical malcouditious,” said 
the physician, "the subject may lie 
giveu relief by assum ing positions at 
rest that will from the ease afforded 
the affected parts serve as a natural 
somnolent agency. 
It will be readily 
understood that a constrained position 
will tend to prevent natural repose, 
while a com fortable one will woo it, 
Itut what may in most cases seem to 
be a position of ease may in reality be 
the reverse. 
“ For in«tnnee. a dyspeptic will rest 
more easily lying on the right side for 
the simple reason that in th at position 
the food naturally gravitates out of the 
stomach and into the lutestlues. while 
If lying on the opposite side tlmt or­ 
gan. in its weakened state, has to per­ 
form an uphill process of digestion. 
This is am ply sufficient to produce in­ 
somnia. 
“ Lying flat on the hack, with the 
limbs relaxed, would seem to secure 
the greatest am ount of rest for the 
muscular 
system, 
whether in 
good 
health or illness. 
Such is the position 
advocated by phys.cians generally in 
the most exhausting diseases, and 
Is hailed as a sign of rapid reeov* 
when tt patient exhibits an inclination 
to turn on either side.
